Fair And Cooler 
Weather Outlook 


Owing to the passage of an act 
in 1924 making Lawronce county « 
separate poor district, there has 
been some controversy over 
the 
payment of the salaries of county 
commissioners under the act of 
1917. 
The salary act provides for 
the payment of $2,000 salary In 
counties 
whose 
population 
runs 
from 75,000 to 100,000, which ap­ 
plies to Lawrence county. 
The act relating to county com­ 
missioners who alsa administer the 
office of poor directors, fixes the 
salary at $000 additional. Commis­ 
sioners F. M. Davis and T. J. Mc­ 
Cullough were elected before the 
act was passed making this a sep­ 
arate poor district. 
Charles Mat­ 
thews was elected after the pas­ 
sage of the act and there is no ques­ 
tion as to his being entitled to $2,- 
600 per year. 
Davis and McCul­ 
lough filed a suit to draw the same 
pay. 
To this a demurrer was filed 
by the county auditors. 
In arguments this morning At­ 
torney Orville Brown represented 
the county auditors and Attorney 
William McElwee, Jr., Commission­ 
ers Davis and McCullough. 
Under the constitution the salary 
of a public official cannot be in­ 
creased while ho is in office. 
The 
contention of Davis and McCullough 
is that this is not an increase in 
salary as contemplated by the act, 
but is additional for a specific serv­ 
ice under another act. 
The com­ 
missioners have had to perform the 
duties imposed by the act creating 
the county home, which has beep 
considerable, owing to building, and 
believe that they are entitled to the 
pay allowed by the act for such ser­ 
vice. 
Judge Hildebrand will hand 
down an opinion in the matter later.

Beardetown today was threat­ 
ened with complete Inundation 
from the flood waters of the 
Illinois river, following 
two 
disastrous breaks In the levee. 
Hundreds of cttlaens working 
day and night during the past 
week to keep the protecting 
dykes intact, have abandoned 
their task and left the town to 
its fate. 
Many families have vacated their 
homes and fled, to the hills near­ 
by. The water is pouring into the 
town and now stands several feet 
deep in many of the streets. 
The 
post office is surrounded by three 
feet of water. 
Move To Second Floor 
Some of the more courageous cit­ 
izens have moved into the second 
floor of their homes, hoping 
the 
water will not rise above that lev­ 
el. 
The town is isolated. 
Rail­ 
roads and highways are all under 
water. 
The river has reached a 
flood stage of 23 V4 feet and is «till 
rising. 
So far no loss of life has been 
reported. 
The people had 
ample 
warning and either fled the city or 
took such precautions 
as 
they 
could. 
Damage is inestimable. 
The flood conditions, resulting 
from almost? continuous 
rainfall 
during the past several weeks, is 
general over parts of Illinois, In­ 
diana, Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Texas. 
Farmers are the heaviest losers. 
Millions of dollars worth of crops 
are under water. 
Railroads and 
public utilities also suffered heavy 
damage.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4. — Gerald 
Dwyer. 80, a newspaperman em­ 
ployed by a Brooklyn newspaper, 
was held today for arraignment on 
a charge of homicide for the alleg­ 
ed shooting of Joseph Ruffner, 36, 
also a newspaper man, who died 
early this morning in a hospital 
from five bullet wounds in his body. 
The shooting took place in the 
lobby of a New York apartment 
house where Ruffner lives with his 
wife. 
It resulted, police say, from 
an argument between the two men 
over Dwyer's alleged attentions to 
Mm. Ruffner. 
The two men were 
associates at one time when they 
were both working on a Washing­ 
ton, D. C.# newspaper. 
Mm. Ruffner said a qnarrel that 
started in Washington a few months 
ago brought about 
the 
tragedy. 
She said that early last night Dwy­ 
er phoned he was coming to see 
them. 
When he arrived 
at

apartment Ruffner went down to 
the lobby to meet him. 
An argument ensued 
at 
their 
meeting, according to an elevator 
boy, and Ruffner hit Dwyer, knock­ 
ing him down

shouted 
"you are breaking up my home." 
After Dwyer regained his feet, the 
two men etepped 
outside. 
The 
shots followed. 
Dwyer was arrested by a patrol­ 
man, who knocked him down with 
a nightstick as he tried to escape.
